that a need for Urban Renewal did esist, and that the 
Wilmington Housing Authority was a properly constituted 
authority, capable of carrying out the work. 


Instead of .approval, the WIA got a delay. ° 


In order to understand what happened, one must re- 
flect on several facts, in this town of ours. 


There are four elected sets of officials in Wilming- 
ton. As elected officials they find themselves beyond 
the direct control of the Town Manager. These four in- 
clude three boards and one individual., the Town Moder- 
ator. The three boards are, respectively, the Select- 
men, the School Committee, and the Wilmington Housing 
Authority. All other officials, in one way or another, 
can be described as being either under the Town Manager 
or the Selectmen or School Committee. 


Heading the Wilmingtm Housing Authority is the 
doughty William F. (Agreeable) Snith. Mr. Smith can be 
described as a rugged Irishm™m who looks at three sides 
of the nickle, before he buys it. He is just as inde- 
pendent as he can be, and he isn't particularly loved, 
because of his atti tudeof independence. 


Without a doubt the most powerful personality on the 
Board of Selectmen is Charles F. Plack. His power de- 
scends, not from his long service, but from his careful 
circumspection of things past, present and future. He 
can probably be described as the man on the board who 
would wih hands down in a poker party, and who at the 
same time is the most capable of holding all his cards 
closest to his vest. Before Mr. Black buys a gift ho- 
rse he wants to make sure how all the fillings are. It 
is a very rare thing to catch Mr. Black backing the 
wrong horse. 


When Mr. Smith presented the Urban Renewal Papers to 
the Selectmen it. was Mr. Black who blocked the play. 
Now, as he stated, and without a doubt, Mr. Black is 
100% for Urban Renewal.’ He, probably more than any o- 
ther Selectman realizes that Urban Renewal is not only 
a necessity, 'mt it is a necessity that will pay off 
in dollars and: cents, if it is accomplished. 


Mr.° Black told Smith that before he would sign the 
necessary papers the Town Counsel would have to che- 
ek everything, and the Planning Board should be allowed 
to have its say. 


What Mr. Black was doing is of course a guess, and 
as we have indicated before, he holds his cards pretty 
close to his vest. 


Our guess was that Mr. Black is not only being sure 

of his own position, as.ne always is, but that he is at 
the same time putting the Wilmington Housing Author- 
ity under some restraints, from (a) the Board of Select. 
men and (b) the Planning Board. 

He doesn't mistrust the WIA, he just thinks, that in

in such a position that there will be an extra careful 
onceover, for if Mr. Black is type of man who looks

The only report of bass comes 
from Foster’ s Pond, in Andover 
where two were caught in the 
past week, one of them a three 
and one-half pounder. 

No reports of trout, not even 
from the fellows who have been 
making their annual safaris 
to the State of Maine, 

One friend came back with 
four salmon; though. He fig- 
ured those salmon cost him $30 
apiece, 

Salt water fishing, too, is 
described as ‘spotty’, which 
translated into our language 
means that no one has been 
making any catches worth re- 
porting. 


Expensive Job 
We note that the firm of Pel- 
letier and Millbuy, Inc have 
finally succeeded in tunneling 
under the B&M tracks, at Wo- 
turn Street.

Several weeks may be expecte:

on the latest appeal of the 
New megland Gas Products Com- 
pany, heard last Thursday even 
ing in the Tow. Hall. 

The Board of Appeals has in- 
dicated that it will entertain 
written opinions from the Plan 
ning Board and probably other 
officials before it makes its 
own opinion. 

Atty Simon cutter, represent 
ing the appelant at the hear- 
ing, presented a firm bid for 
the consideration of the Ap- 
peal Board. 

In his argument Cutter offer- 
ed a $2,000,000 insurance pol- 
icy, guaranteeing the town of 
Wilmington and all the inhab- 
itents thereof against any da- 
mages that might occur from 
any of the possible dangers of 
the acetylene manufacturing 
plant, as proposed. 

He also agreed to covenant 
with the tom to build the en- 
tire plant within the town. 
A conservative eetimate, by 
Cutter was that the town would 
earn $14,000 yearly in taxes 
from the plant and the land on 
which it is proposed, land a- 
bout 30 acres in extant. 

In other stipulations Cutter 
agreed that the plant would be 


so constructed so as to be 
attractive in appearance, with 
brick facing on the office 
building, and on any other 
which would be visible from 
Main Street. 

The sleked lime disposal area 
which had met objections be- 
fore, from the Planning Board 
and the Tom yanager would be 
placed, Cutter said, in back 
of the lot, so as not to be 
visible from the street. It 
would be periodically emptied 
at such times as may be best, 
by market conditions, Cutter 
said. 

The only abutter to speak at 
the hearing, Elmer Thomas of 
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he had traversed the area in 
qestion, and that he was sat- 
isfied with the proposal. 

Thomas stated that not only 
was their woods between his 
home and the proposed pl] aant. 
but that there was also a4 hill 
which, he felt protected him 
very well. 

Planning Board 

Daniel Gillis, of the Wilming 
ton Planning Board objected to 
having too long periods be- 
tween the emptying of the pro- 
posed disposal area for sl eked 
lime. 

Mr. Gillis attempted, vainly, 
to have Cutter propose to emp- 
ty the pit every few months, 
and to further propose that 
the storage pit should be sub- 
divided, and perhaps made 
smaller. 

Cutter, on consultation with 
Mr. Mooney, of the gas fim 
objected to these proposals on 
the basis of cost, and further 
that they were unnecessary. 

The presented proposal, mr. 
Cutter stated, would never al- 
low any lime to accumulate to 
the point where it would be- 
come objectionable. 

Only a few interested towns- 
people were present at the 
hearing.
